this sentiment is not overcome by party 
leaders the ensuing campaign promises 
to be the most hotly contested ever 
witnessed in the Southwest. 
Not a 
party man from ok! Oklahoma publicly 
appealed sponsor for the scheme to 
adopt the document for the good of state­ 
hood under the present conditions. 
The initiative and referendum de­ 
clared by Judge T. N. Robnett of Ard­ 
more to be contrary to a Republican 
form of government and the legislative 
apportionment characterized by Henry 
E. Asp, a constitutional c nvention 
delegate from Guthrie, as the acme of 
political grand larceny were the two 
chief points for assault. 
It remained, 
however, for Indian Territory, itself, 
badly divided in sentiment, to break 
the monotony and declare that the con­ 
stitution good or bad should be adopted 
without endorsement that the people 
might have statehood, a boon so de­ 
voutly wished for by the territory on the 
east. 
T h e y presented C h a i r m a n 
Hamon’splanof pointing out the object­ 
ionable features and pledging the first 
legislature, which they hoped to elect by 
an appeal to general party fairness, fora 
correction as rapidly as possible.
